“ithe American people have one great paramount 
Veet in life at this moment. That is to win the 
‘But the brain and energy and resources of the 
American people are capable of dealing with more 
than one thing at a time, even when that one thing 
iu as tremendous as the defeat of German militarist 
domination. War shall have our first thought, and, 
if need be, our last, our first dollar, and, if need 
be, our last, our immediate strength, and, if need 
be, our last ounce of strength. Nevertheless, as 
our inspiring allies, in spite of the long and gigantic 
struggle in which they have been engaged, are able 
to think of the future, to plan for the future, and 
even to work for the future, we surely can and 
ought to do the same. 
War already has brought about great changes | 
im this country, and as it continues these changes 
will widen and deepen. Some of them will last; 
dere will slowly pass away and the former con- 
ions will return. But just as war draws oot 
. and our energies in a rushing current to the 
conflict, peace will send that current back upon us. 
What we have hastily built we shall have to take 


dawn. What we have taken down we shall have! 
to build up again. We use this expression broadly | 


to cover the whole vast field of the American 
endeavor in war and peace, to include the return 
of our millions of soldiers to useful and profitable 
places in the army of peace, the restoration of our 
Varied industries to meet the multifarious needs 
and desires of peace, the restoration of peace condi- 
tions in finance, commerce, and indystry, and the 
amendment or development of such new relations 
and conditions as have proved seams — 
the war.

France and Great Britain are instituting taxes 
on luxuries. The United States is about to prepare 
a revenue measure designed to produce some 
$8,000,000,000. Is there any reason why the persons | 
who eam still afford to purchess luxuries should 
not bear a considerable share of this burden? We 
do not believe it would be wise for the government 
to prohibit altogether the manufacture of so-called

These lands, however, lie large- 
ly in the South Atlantic and gulf states, 
the lake states, and the northwestern 
states. A og estimate of their num- 
der is about 200,000,000 acres—that is, 
of land suitable for agricultural devel- 
opment. Substantially all this cutover 
or logged-off land is in private owner- 
ship. The failure of this land to be 
developed is largely due to inadequate 
method of approach. Unléss a new 
policy of development is worked out 
in codperation between the federal gov- 
ernment, the states, and the individual 
owners, a greater part of it will re- 
main unsettled and uncultivated.

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BY DR. W. A. EVANS. 
The organizer of the American Med - 
ical association generally managed to 
keep about a quarter of a century 


while. Any one who attends the con- 
vention being held in Chicago has no 
difficulty in recognizing that Oe asso- 
ciation is worth while. 

The medical profession is on a vol- 
untary basis in this yet, 
whenever 1,000,000 men have been 
called for service the physicians to 
care for them are at hand, signed up, 
trained, and equipped, ready to tackle 
the job. .A great part of the credit for 
this readiness belongs to the Amerti- 
can Medical association. One cannot 
help wondering how well would we 
have done in this war had it not been 
for the services of this association. 

I have recently read a good deal of 
the history of the health movement in 
Chicago. I learned that years before 
we had a health department worthy of 
the name N. S. Davis was using all of 
his power of invective and appeal to 


into the lake and then drinking the 
polluted product, N. S. Davis, like a 
prophet of Isrhel, was thundering 
against the practice.

For Prohibition. 


During all the years when N. 8. 
Davis was active in the association 
he argued and thundered against the 
use of alcoholic beverages. We toler- 
ated the mental slant of the old man. 
This year Dr. A. D. Bevan, the presi- 
dent of the association, made prohi-. 
bition the main subject of his presi- 
dential address. He called upon the 
medical profession individually and col- 


influence.in favor of prohibition. The 
great audience of thousands, amongst 
whom were some of the greatest scien- 
tists in the world, gave evidence that 
they were with their president. 
But this disapproval of the use of 
alcoholic beverages is not exactly a 
new attitude for the association. The 
house of delegates spoke on the subject 

a few years ago. For several years 
3 scientific papers have contained 
conclusions adverse to the 
use of alcohol. el 

European Experiences to Guide. 

And then we came, into the war. 
We had the European experiences to 
guide us. Our army is now so free 
from venereal disease that we can 
scarcely believe the reports that are 
issued. Great camps of 40,000 to 50,000 
soldiers will go for weeks without re- 
porting any venereal disease contract- 
ed by soldiers while attached to their 
commands. There is some venereal dis- 
ease, it is true, but it was contracted 
before the men joined the army or 
y were away on furlough. 
At one gathering Maj. Sawyer 
showed some charts on which the 
amount of venereal disease in the army 
was charted. Long black columns 
showed the rate among newly enlisted 
men, and short, very short, ones the 
raté among men a few months in serv- 
ice. Said Prof. Welch of Johns. Hop- 
kins university: “ The army has proven 
that these diseases can be controlled. 
The records show that they are wide- 
spread among civilians. How long be- 
fore the civil communities will apply 
what the army has proven?“ 
Health of the Army. 


In a meeting of the section on pre- 
ventive medicine Dr. V. C. Vaughan of 
the University of Michigan said: “ Had 
the army had the same typhoid rate 
during six mon last fall and winter 
as the state of Delaware had, it would 
have had 60,000 soldiers sick with 
this one disease. Instead of that, they 
had only six cases of typhoid fever. 
If the army does not have typhoid | 
fever, why should the civilian popula- 
tion tolerate it?” The Illinois troops, 
the old national guard, located at Hous- 
ton, Tex., last winter had a death rate 
of 2.6 per 1,000. At the same time 
men of the same ages living at home 
in Tilinois had a death rate of 6.5 per 
1,000.
